ATLANTA BENEVOLENT HOME, 


Its History Gricfiy Sketched. 
The Atlanta Benevolent Home was or- 
ganized January 30th, 1874. The motberof 
this institution was Mrs. William Tuller, a 
lady who labored night and day for many 
months before her noble idea assumed 


definite shape. Mrs. Bernard Malion was 
the first secretary, and a most efficient one 
she made. The lamented Professor Malion 
was one of the best friends the Home ever 
had, and wax ever ready to render bis tal- 
ented wife every assistance in the office 
which she so admirably fiiled. 

In January 1878, Captain John Milledge 
was elected president of the Home tosuc 
ceed Major Campbell Wallace, who for 
several terms had performed tbe duties of 
that important office with great credit to 
himself and much benefit to the commu- 
nity. 
Mrs. James Jackson was the first vice-pres- 
ident under the new administration, and 
the wonderful work which she did for the 
institution 1s too well known for extended 
comment here. 

Just vefore the election of Captain 
Milledge, the Atlanta Benevolent Home 
had been regularly incorporated by order of 
the superior court of Fulton county, Mr. 
Walter Brown, we think, having been the 
attorney who drew and presented the peti- 
tion. 

When President Milledge entered upon 
the duties of his office, the home was pay- 
ing $600 per annum rental for the property 
where it is now located. Jinpressed with 
the belief that the money could b> raised 
to buy this property, l’resident Milledge 
wenttowork with characteristic energy, 
infused his enthusiasm into the ladies and 
Mr. David Mayer, the eflicient treasurer, who 
showed their faith by their works and at the 
end of six months, in June,1878, $1,300 cash 
was paid to Colovel Lowndes Calhoun, the 
administrator upon the property. But the 
work of purchasing this property was 
merely beguu,for the price charged was 
$4 000 and the management had agreed to 
pay ten per cent Interest per annum on 
the remaining $2700. The ladies went to 
work witha will using all honorable means 
to raise the money. © The’ North 
Georgia stock and fair associa:
